Text of President McKinley's Official 


Notice to All Nations 


Closing the Spanish-American War and Suspending 


Hostilities—Provisions of the Protocol. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., Aug. 12.—Immediately after the pro- 


tocol was signed at the White Hoube President McEinley issued the 
following proclamation: 


"By the President of the United States of America—A Procla- 


inatiou: 


"Whereas, by a protocol concluded and signed Aug. 12, 1898, 


by William E. Day, secretary of state of the United Slates, and his 


excellency, Jules Oainbon, ambassador extraordinary and plenipoten- 
tiary cf the republic of France to Washington, lespoclively repre- 


senting for this purpose tho government of the United States and 


the government of Spain, the United States and Spain have formally 


agieod upon tho terms on which negotiations for establishment of 


peace between tho two countries shall be undertaken; and 


"Whereas, it in in the said protocol agreed that upon its con- 


clusion and signature hostilities between the two countries shall be 


Buspended, and that notice to that effect shall bo given as soon as 


possible by each government to tho commanders of its military and 
naval forces; 


"Now, therefore, I, William McKinloy, president of the United 


States, do, in accordance with the stipulations of tho protocol, de- 


clare and proclaim ou the part of the United States a suspension of 


hostilities, and do hereby command that orders be immediately given 


through the proper channels to the commanders of the military and 


naval forces of tho United States to abstain from all acts inconsis- 
tent with this proclamation. 


"In witness whereof I have hereunto sot my hand and caused 


tho seal of tho United States to bo aflixed, 


"Done at the city of Washington this 12ih day of August, in 


the year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight, 


and of tho independence of the United States tho one hundred and 
twenty-thiid.

THE PEOTOOOL'S PEOVISIONS.

5. That the United States and Spain will each appoint not 


more than five commissioners to negotiate and conclude a treaty of 


peace. The commissioners are to meet in Paris not later than the 
1st of October. 


6. On signing the protocol hostilities will be suspended and 


notice to that effect will b» given PS soon as possible by each govern- 


ment to the commanders of the military and naval forces.

The hunters are <iu fa- 
miliar with the ground where nnehori 
ore to be found as flshonnen are with 
the favorite haunts of tho living inhnb- 
Jtauts of the sua. The matter of fish- 
ing for lost anchors is most simple. A 
chain Is let down in a loop long enough 
'to drag along tho bottom, und tho \es- 
eel goes on her way with nil hands on 
bonrcl alert for a bite, andti bite usual- 
ly <pud» In n eatch. The recovered un- 
chors arc generally sold again at n 
price of about two pence a pound, 
which is a half-penny under 1ht- mar- 
ket price for new anchors.
